of new orders received In the 
first five months of 1953 was” 
considerably lower thin in the 
same period Inst year, although 
details of the extent of <iccline 
were not yet available, But 
reports received from individual 
firms showed that fewer orders 
came fn, from German shippliag 
companies as niany of them 
have had to suspend or cut 
thelr building programmes be- 
cause of finanelal considerations, 
Forelgn customers, on the other 
hand, showed growing roluctance 
te place new orders with 
German firmas, fearing that 
prices might become. too high 
owing to risitgg production costs, 
Foreign customers, he pointed 
out, had to accept the risk of 30 
per cent sliding  price-seale 
elauses, on which German yards 
insisted, Foreien yards demande.| 
only a 10 per cent sliding pricée- 
senle, he said. 

The raw material position for 
shipyards hnd Improved greatly 
in the past few months, the 
Assoclation spokesman asserted, 
Shortages that were reported in 
autumn no longer ‘existed for 
the big: shipbuilding firms 
although medium and smalil- 
slaud yards were stil experienc- 
ing certain diMculties In getting 
the “necessary quantities of 
rolled material of special sizes 
from the mills. , 

It was still too carly to judge 
the consequences of the new 
iron and steel prices fixed under 
the common European Coal, 
Iron and Steel pool.

MORE RESEARCH

annual  £A350,000 contribution 
for wool industry resenrch and in 
the seven ycars to June 30, 1952, 
more than £A2,500,000 has been 
devoted to wool research.

In this case we are of opinion

then say that the verdict was 
one which a reasonable Jury 
could not arrive at, or that it 
cannot be supported having 
regard to the evidence? Wo arc 
of opinion that we may not hold 
the verdict to be unreasonable, 
and we are also of opinion that 
there was evidence to support 
the verdict. It is not a question 
of whether we might not have 
arrived at the same verdict or 
whether we would perhaps have 
preferred a different verdict:
